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PREFACE. 


Tlie  present  edition  of  Htalayudlia’s  vocabulary  of 
synonyms  is  based  on  a  collation  of  the  following  ma¬ 
nuscripts.

/A  Wilson  415,  an  incorrect  transcript  of  A. 

C.  E.  I.  H.  588. 

D.  E.  I.  H.  1576.  These  two  manuscripts,  copied 
about  1806  from  the  same  original,  are  almost 
useless  for  any  critical  purpose. 

E.  A  fragment  preserved  in  the  Berlin  Library  (Cham- . 
hers  758.  Webei’’s  Catalogue  Nr.  805),  contain-  > 
ing  distichs  18  —  367  of  book  II.  I  am  in¬ 
debted  for  a  transcript  of  it  to  Dr.  Hase  of  Co¬ 
burg. 

An  old  fragment  in  the  Ratcliffe  Library,  Oxford, 
containing  the  .second  book,  as  far  as  ^doka  230. 
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n.  A  manuscript  in  the  same  lihraiy,  copied  in  the 
year  .1363  of  our  era. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  materials,  the  editor  has 
found  it  not  always  possible  to  constitute  a  text  free  from 
faults ;  far  less  to  give  a  correct  and  uniform  orthography. 
In  many  cases  he  has  been  obliged  to  have  recourse 
to  the  Koshas  of  Amara  and  Hemacandra  and  their 
commentaries,  in  order  to  remove  palpable  blunders.  The 
notes,  and  to  some  extent  the  glossary,  point  out  all  the 
passages  in  which  a  further  collation  of  new  Mss.  is 
desirable.  He  has  much  felt,  throughout,  the  want  of  a 
commentary;  but  though  at  least  one  is  cited  in  the  mar¬ 
ginal  notes  to  the  Oxford  Ms.  of  the  commentary  on 
the  Ahhidanacintamani,  yet  none  appears  to  be  in  exi¬ 
stence. 

The  precise  age  of  Hahiyudha  cannot  now  be  deter¬ 
mined  with  any  degree  of  certainty.  The  name  itself 
is  by  no  means  uncommon  in  the  literary  history  of  In¬ 
dia.  We  have,  firstly,  Ilalayudha,  the  author  of  the 
Kavirahasya,  who  has  been  assigned  by  Westergaard  (Ra¬ 
dices  p.  VII)  to  the  sixteenth  century.  Another  Ha- 
layudha,  the  son  of  Purushottama,  compiled  the  Puraua- 
sarvasva  in  1474  (Oxford  Catalogue  p.  84).  Ilalayudha 
the  lawyer  is  frequently  cited  by  Vacaspatimi^ra  (in 
the  Cintamani  and  Dvaitanirnaya),  and,  still  earlier,  by 
ViQve^vara,  the  author  of  the  JMadanaparijata  and  other 
works.  A  fourth  Ilalayudha,  wdio  shares  with  our  author  the 
epithet  of  Bhatta,  composed  a  commentary  on  the  Pingala- 
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cliaiuliis.  lie  may,  ijerliaps,  be  identified  witli  the  writer  of 
the  Koslia;  chiefly  on  account  of  the  many  artificial  metres 
which  he  uses,  and  which  no  other  lexicograplier  has 
taken  the  liberty  of  employing  for  such  a  dry  subject  as 
a  string  of  synonyms.  The  editor  has,  however,  discovered 
.  no  allusion  to  the  Kosha  in  the  only  copy  of  the  Mri- 
tasamjivini  at  his  command.  Nor  do  the  four  names  of 
Amaradatta,  Yararuci,  Bhaguri,  and  Vopalita,  to  whose 
works  the  author  acknowledges  himself  indebted  in  the 
introductory  verses  to  the  Kosha,  afford  any  clue  to  his 
own  age.  In  the  absence  of  direct  evidence,  we  are, 
therefore,  compelled  to  be  contented  with  the  secondary 
testimony  of  other  writers.  The  mention  of  Halayudha 
by  Ujjvaladatta,  Mallinatha,  and  the  Medinikara,  is  suf¬ 
ficient  proof  that  he  lived  before  the  thirteenth  century. 
Malliinitha  in  his  various  commentaries  cites  Halayudha 
far  more  frocpiently  than  the  Abhidhanacintamani ;  but 
from  this  fact  no  inference  can  be  drawn  as  to  the 
greater  anti(piity  of  Halayudha,  for  the  orthodox  scho¬ 
liast  might  have  preferred  a  coreligionist  to  a  Jain  infidel. 
Halayudha  is  quoted  besides,  by  Katavema  on  the  Qa- 
kuntala,  Jayamangala  on  the  Bhaltikavya,  Narahari  in 
his  Cudamani,  Narayana  on  the  Uttararamacarita,  Pad- 
manabhadatta  on  the  Bhuvane^varistotra,  Bharatasena 
-  on  the  Bhattikavya,  Bhanujidikshita  on  Amara,  Rangana- 
tha  on  the  Vikramorva^i,  Rayamuknta  in  his  commentary 
on  the  Amarakosha,  Qivadatta  in  the  Civakosha,  and 
a  number  of  other  scholiasts. 
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There  is,  however,  an  intimate  connexion  between 
the  Abhidhanaratnamala  and  tlie  Ahhidhanacintamani,  he- 
3  ond  the  mere  name.  Not  only  do  whole  distichs  and 
verses  agree  with  one  another,  and  differ  from  Amara, 
hilt  there  is  also  in  both  an  identity  of  tetrastichs,  and 
this  to  an  extent  which  cannot  be  explained  by  the 
sn])position  that  both  have  borrowed  from  the  same  source. 
Again,  we  find  that  both  attribute  to  many  words  the 
same  gender  in  opposition  to  the  Amarakosha.  But  if  we 
are  called  on  to  determine  the  relative  priority  of  Hala- 
yudha  and  Hemacandra,  we  must  be  guided  in  our  decision 
by  the  following  circumstances.  Halayudha’s  vocabulary 
is  not  only  less  copious,  but  his  style  is  much  more  simple, 
and  his  explanations  enter  more  into  detail.  To  use  whole 
distichs  and  verses  in  order  to  define  a  single  word ,  is 
quite  unusual  with  Hemacandra,  who,  on  the  contrary, 
endeavours  to  cram  into  one  verse  as  many  synonyms 
as  possible.  Farther,  we  find  that  in  technical  divisions 
Hemacandra  is  acquainted  with  more  developed,  and 
therefore  later,  systems.  For  example,  the  different  kinds 
of  feminine  actions  produced  by  the  sentiment  of  love, 
technically  called  hava,  are  limited  by  Amara  to  six, 
and  by  Halayudha  to  nine,  while  Hemacandra  knows  ten. 
In  the  physiological  distinction  of  elephants ,  Halayudha 
does  not  exceed  the  number  of  three,  whilst  Hemacandra 
adds  a  fourth.  The  Ratnamala  is  divided  into  five, 
the  Cintamani  into  six  chapters.  Homonyms  are  treated 
by  Halayudha  very  briefly,  whereas  the  Nanartha  of 
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Ilcmacandra  surpasses  in  bulk  the  Pdcartlia.  All  these 
facts  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  Halayudha  preceded 
Ilcmacandra,  and  we  shall  hardly  go  too  for  hack  if  we 
place  him  at  the  end  of  the  eleventh  century. 

In  i\lallinathas  commentary  on  the  Maghakavya  (Calc, 
cd.)  two  passages  (I,  10.  XVI,  18)  are  cited  from  an 
Abhidlninaratnamala  which  seems  to  have  been  different 
from  that  of  Halayudha. 

In  compiling  the  glossary,  the  editor  has  constantly 
consulted  the  commentaries  of  Kshirasvamin  and  Raya- 
mukuta  on  Ainara,  which  form  the  only  valuable  basis 
of  all  later  scholiasts.  Of  modern  Avriters,  he  feels 
himself  under  great  obligation  to  Colebrooke’s  edition 
of  the  Amarakosha,  and  to  Molesworth’s  Mahrati  and 
Hnglish  Dictionary. 

In  conclusion  he  would  express  his  thanks  to  the 
l)uhlishcrs  for  having  most  obligingly  undertaken  to  bring 
out  a  work  which,  from  its  nature,  can  he  of  interest 
only  to  a  limited  number  of  Sanskrit  scholars.

Rcljendralal  Mittra  of  Calcutta  had  the  kindness  to  supply 
me  with  the  following  information.  He  writes:  „My  corre¬ 
spondents  at  Benares,  Agra  and  Matlinra  have  all  disap¬ 
pointed  me.  None  of  them  has  been  able  to  find  out  the  verses 
in  question.  They  do  not  occur  in  the  College  of  Fort  Wil¬ 
liam  Mss.,  nor  are  they  traceable  in  the  Sanskrit  College 
exemplar.  I  asked  Raja  Radliakanta  about  the  Mss.  whence  he 
quoted  the  Abhidhauaratnamala ,  and  he  referred  me  to  Pro¬ 
fessor  Wilson,  from  whom  he  had  obtained  the  loan  of  the 
work.  There  are  now  five  Mss.  of  Halayudlia  in  Calcutta  ac¬ 
cessible  to  me,  but  the  verses  occur  in  none  of  these,  and 
I  am  disposed  to  think  from  this  circumstance,  that  they  are 
perhaps  not  authentic.”  lam  much  indebted  to  Professor  Wilson 
for  having  kindly  sent  me  some  extracts  from  several  Ragamalas 
in  the  E.  L  H.  Library,  but  neither  these  nor  some  others  in  the 
Bodleian  Library  contain  precisely  the  same  system,  or  the 
same  names  of  the  Ragas  and  Raginis.  A  passage  in  Kega-
